THE LIGHT OF PENTEOOST STILL SHINES. 


~_—— 


For the past two weeks we 
have been considering some 
thoughts given by Mr. Wheat- 
lake in aOhicago paper. He has 
shown considerable opposition to 
what he terms the ‘‘Tongues 
Movement.”? It has been very 
easy to refute his argument, be- 
cause he is entirely unscriptural. 
Upto the present time we have 
found him either blind and 
norant of the real Bible teach- 
ings concerning the tongues as 
described in the Bible, or he is 
wilfully deceptive for advantage. 

In these continued articles it is 
not my purpose to convince him 
of his error nor even debate with 
him, but rather to use his argu- 
ments as a means to give instruct- 
ions and possibly answer many 
inquiries that result from such 
an attack upon what we know to 
be right. 

I do not say that there may 
not have been some false teach- 
ing and extravagant notions and 
actions among what he calls the 
‘tongues movement,’’ but in his 
attack he includes that that we 
know to be right as well as some 
that may have been on the ex- 
treme and probably in some 
measure erroneous. We do not 
approve of any thing that is 
wrong, but it is not our purpose 
at this time to point out the 
wrongs that may have developed 
in the movement. As far as 
wrongs are concerned they exist- 
ed in the days of the apostles as 
well as now. But this has noth- 
ing to do with this general attack 
by Mr. Wheatlake. He counts 
every body wrong that speaks in 
tongues. 

Below we give in his own words 
his attack from another view 
point: 

‘“‘Another very plain rule they 
persist in violating is the one 
which is ever in keeping with 
the purpose of conducting all 
religious services, namely, that 
of edifying those who are <ssem- 
bled. The following is (>: rule: 
‘Let all things be do» into ed- 


ig- 


ifying.’ Paul sal thas God 
gave to the church apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors, 


and teachers... for the edify- 
ing of the body of Ohrist. See 
Ephesians 4:11,12. If when they 
come together to worship one 
hath a psalm, or a doctrine, or 
a revelation which may contain 
some spiritual help for the 
church, and they proceed to de- 
liver it in an unknown tongue 
without an interpreter, instead 
of edifying the assembled church 
it will have the same effect on 
them that the uncertain sound 
of a trumpet would have on an 
army ready for the battle, in 


that they do not get from the 
sound the needed information 
and are ina state of confusion. 
There can be no_ edification 
without an intelligent address 
and the object of the service is 
therefore lost. Itis a very com- 
mon thing for this people to ad- 
dress a house full of people by 
the hour without an interpreter.”’ 

I have given the above just as 
it was written so that all can see 
the stand he is taking. It is 
evident that he is against the 
tongues whether they are right 
or wrong. He tries to make it 
appear thatit is all wrong. He 
does not even recognize the fact 
that hundreds of messages have 
heen given and the beautiful in 
terpretations given. He makes 


no allowance whatever for the 
gift of interpretation having 
made its appearance in many 


many instances where message: 
were given in tongues. This is 
enough to prove that he is unfair 
in his arguments. I suppose 
that if this gentleman were ina 
meeting where a message was 
given in tongues and the inter- 
pretation followed in quick suc- 
cession as it has done in thou- 
sands of instances, he would not 
believe the interpretation any 
more than he believes in the 
tongues. 

But we now want to call atten- 
tion more minutely to his argu- 
ment about the point of edifica- 
tion. It is true that there is 
something said in the Bible about 
edification and comfort. God 
wants His children edified and 
comforted, too. And it is true 
that Paul says, ‘‘Let all things 
be done unto edifying.’’ 10or.14: 
26. We do not object to Mr. 
Wheatlake’s “‘rule”’ in this, but 
I see that he demands absolute 
perfection and makes no allow- 
ance for exceptions to the rule. 
He knows very well that almost 
all rules that are laid down have 
a more or less number of excep- 
tions. And I'll venture to say 
that if he ever had any revivals of 
any consequence that he permit- 
ted certain occurrences 
broke over the rules. 

But I am not pleading for im- 
perfections, nor trying to deviate 
from the teachings laid down in 
the Bible. I mean only to show 
the extreme demands of the 
gentleman on those who are of 
the ‘‘tongues movement,’’ simply 
because he has taken a stand 
against it.. I dare say he is not 
so strict in his demands on the 
members of his own church to 
rule them to his discipline in 
absolute perfection. But he 
demands the ‘tongues move- 


that 


1910, at “Cleveland, Tennessee, ‘under the act of March 3, 1879 
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as he sees them or else *‘shut up 
the shop.”’ ‘‘O consistency, thou 
art a jewel!’ ‘Those who live 
in glass houses should not throw 
stones.”’ 

I wonder how Mr. W. would 
like for us to write an article and 
put it in some popular paper with 
the following as a subject: 

‘*Is the Free Methodist Church 
Scriptural?” Iam sure we have 
the same right to do this, and 
prove by the Bible that they are 
wrong, as he does to take up the 
subject he has and condemn it 
atevery point. But it is not 
our purpose to discuss _ his 
church, If they can do any good, 
we say, Let them do it, and we 
will not spend our time in con- 
demning them. In this matter 
we are only on the defensive, and 
we never would have joined bat- 
tle with him had he not taken 
the initiative and tried to in- 
vade our territory and thus de- 
stroy and obliterate that whicl 
does not belong to him. But all 
such attacks as this are a help to 
us and make us stronger. 

We now return to the point of 
his attack— edification. This is 
truly a Scriptural term and de- 
serves the necessary attention. 
We have been accused of ignoring 
this *‘rule.’’ But we deny the 
charge as a rule. This may be 
done in some extreme cases, or 
among some of so-called 
‘tongues movement,” but among 
those who are rooted and ground- 
ed inthe truth and settled on 
the Word of God this is not true. 
There are no people on earth that 
ure more careful to observe the 
teachings of Scripture than those 
who get so close to God that they 
ure baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 

But the word ‘edifying’? does 
not only mean to instruct in an 
intelligent manner, italso means 
to lift or build up in spirit, to 
encourage and strengthen. To 


the 


have this done does not always 
require intelligent teaching or 
expression. This is illustrated 


by the expression of Paul where 
he says, ‘‘He that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue edifieth him- 
self.’’(1Oor.14:4.) This is an ex- 
perience where one is edified and 
yet he does not know what he is 
saying, for Paul says, ‘For if I 
pray in an unknown tongue, my 
spirit prayeth, but my under- 
standing is unfruitful.’”? 1 Cor. 
14:14.

Yes, it is true that ‘‘God gave 


ito the church, apostles, prophets,

Who also hath made us able min- 
isters (apostles, prophets, evan- 
welists, pastors, and teachers.)

that the sound of the trumpet 
must be understood by himself 
the same as the soldiers.

cerned.”? But just because 
there is nothing in him that

Now with all of the above 
structions, and plenty 
like them, it would be very 
much like criticising the Holy 
vihost to condemn speaking with 
other tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance, or to enforce Mr, 
Wheatlake’s ‘‘rule.” It. still 
remains a fact that Paul in the 
fourteenth chapter of First Cor- 


inthians is giving instructions 
about the use of the gift of 
tongues rather than the myster- 
ious speaking with other 
tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance. 


Then, too, the place has some- 
thing to do with it. I still in- 
sist that the place where Paul 
is regulating the tongues and 
interpretations is where the 
women are to keep silence. 

And unless it is acknowledged 
that that is a place other than 
any and all congregations there 
is left some contradictions, of

This isa very high standard, 
and especially may we so consid- 
er it when we look tothe place 
from whence we have come. 

The general acceptance of the 
works of Jesus has been so limit- 
ed, and teachings of purity, holi- 
ness and fulness of power so im- 
perfect, to say nothing of how 
few have regarded promises of 
the Lord for healing still in force 
But if we have had a long way 
to come, we feel that we are at 
least making a degree of progress 
that is noticable. 

Many strong in faith, purity 
and power, stand for the Lord in 
many localities of the earth today 
and we feel that we should be 
encouraged. 

But still there are many weak 
ones. Some who have had heavy 
burdens to carry, and whose un- 
derstanding of things is not so 
clear as some of the stronger ones 
at times. Perhaps their oppor 
tunities may not always have 
been so good as those who have 
excelled them in spiritual things. 
Yet they have honest hearts 
and do not want to miss God’s 
best. 

Some are naturally not so for- 
ward as others. This is true in 
every line. In school, or in any 
occupation it is true that there 
are some who are not able to go 
ahead and grasp things as quick- 
ly as others. 

Now the question is, what shall 
we do with the weak ones? Shall 
we lose patience with them and 
throw them overboard, or shall 
we do like Saint Paul advised, 
‘‘support the weak” or ‘‘bear the 
infirmities of the weak,’’ etc? 

No doubt in many cases we 
have cast them out and thrown 
them overboard. Perhaps we 
did not intend to do it, but we 
did it just the same. 

It is a very easy matter to of- 
fend a weak one. We do not 
necessarily have to compromise 
the truth for fear we will offend 
any one, but give it to them in 
such a way and amount that they 
can hear itor grasp it, and in 
dealing with the weak we can 
show consideration for their 
weakness, ve can deal tenderly 
with them so-that we will not 
drive them away. 

A look or word will sume 
times put a great barrier in the 
way of a weak one. How care- 
ful then we should be not to of- 
fend. These are God’s lambs and 
we should do our best to help 
them. 

How often the weaknesses of 
nome are the topic of conversation 
among those who consider them- 
selves the best members in the 


. church. 


If you are unable to control 
your tongue, but use it to circulate 
thingsthat are unbecoming, you 
certainly have no room to criticise 
any fortheir failures.

in all the church, than to bea 
tale bearer or one to circulate 
the faults and failures of others. 

Brethren, is there no remedy 
for this? Will we ever get to the 
place that we will love each 
other so good that there will be 
none among us to recite each 
other’s faults, but we will rather 
pray one for another? 

If it is the duty of any church 
member to recite the faults or 
criticisms they see in one to the 
other members in private, then 
we do not yet know the meaning 
of the words of the good apostle 
Paul about helping the weak. 

We have noticed in the forest 
where the thriftier trees choked 
out the smaller ones, and we are 
told that the larger fish eat the 
smaller, and still other animals 
destroy the weaker or more ten- 
der ones, and in many cases the 
stronger overcome and rule or 
make way with the weaker. 

But with the Lord’s faithful 
ones it is not so. The strong 
bear the infirmities of the weak. 
Instead of undermining him and 
taking away the strength he has, 
they pray for him, love him, 
stand by him as long as there is 
a prospect of getting him to a 
place of establishment; they hold 
his hand, help him over the hard 
places and to a place that he can 
stand alone by and by. 

Let us strive to be more like 
the Master in all our dealings 
with the weak and fallen. There 
are many who with the right 
treatment will come up to the 
standard and measure with us 
the length and breadth andalepth 
and heighth of this greatgsalva- 
tion.

TO JEWISH REPUBLIC 


Palestine to be an Allied Pro- 
tectorate at End of War 
is London Report. 


The following is a clipping 
from a Chicago paper: 

London, Eng., May 18, 1917.— 
Palestine is to become a Jewish 
republic at the end of the war, 
report 
made public here and cabled to 
Washington. It is possible that 
the disposition of the Holy Land 
was one of the subjects dis- 
cussed by the British and French 
envoys with president Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing at Wash- 
ington. That the United States 
would favor such a plan is con- 
sidered certain. 

According to report the Jew- 
ish republic, known as Judea, 
would be a protectorate of 
France, England and the United 
States acting jointly. Jerusa- 
lem would be the capital of the 
new republic, which would have 
local government. 

Should this plan be carried 
into operation a great migration 
of Jews back to their ancient land 
will likely take place, Notagreat 
many are expected to leave the 
United States, but several mil- 
lions more or less persecuted 
members of the race in Rumania, 
Serbia, Austria-Hungary and 
Germany, along with some from 
Russia, nodoubt will take ad- 
vantage of the chance to live 
in a state where they will have 
equal opportunity as well as 
the right to worship in their old 
temples.” 

Jerusalem, under such a con- 
dition, would become again a 
city of many millions and 
the great spaces of now arid 
lands in Palestine would be re- 
claimed.
